Past Week 


Hancock County experienced a 
lull this past week in timber 
fires. Thig lull followed several 
large fires of the preceding week, 
which Area Forester, Marion 
Parker, attribued to deliberate 
arson. 


“However, the firebugs have 
not only been active in the coun- 
ty,” said Forester Parker “but 
in the entire district, which com- 
prises 16 counties. Last week 
more than 4,000 acres of timber 
land were burned in neighbor- 
ing Pearl River County. Indica- 
tions lead the Forestry Commis- 
sion to believe these fires were 
deliberately set, as were those in 
Hancock County. 

“Duripg the month of Febru- 
ary there were an abnormal 
number of fires, and Green, 
George and Jackson Counties 
suffered great losses in timber 
and pulpwood as a result. 

“One fire alone in Marion 
County resulted in the destruc- 
tion of 1840 acres of timber 
on the Hugh White Game Re- 
serve. Malicious arson was in 
dicated from clues found by the 
Commission men following a de- 
tailed investigation.

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MISSISSIPPI VOCATIONAL 
REHABILITATION PROGRAM 


A work of evaluation unit for 
cardiac cases is one of the impor- 
tant parts of the Mississippi Vo- 
cational Rehabilitation program for 
which funds have been request- 
ed, Travis McCharen, Director of 
the Vocational Rehabilitation Div- 
ision reported today. ‘ 


Little has been said about this 
plan to set up a Cardiac Work 
Evaluation Unit, but Mr. McChar- 
en issued this statemtn in connec- 
tion with the observance of Heart 
Month. 


The Office of Vocational Reha 
bilitation is working in at least 
three ways to help those handicap- 
ped by heart disease get back into 
some kind of work they can do. 
(1) Funds have been granted for 
research into the rehabilitation 
problems of people with heart dis- 
ease. Mississippi, however, has not 
been able to benefit from any of 
this federal money because there 
was no state money put up to 
match it. 

(2) Grants-in-aid and technical 
advice have been given to State 
rehabilitation agencies. Mississippi 
has been able to take advantage 
of only technical advice. 

(3) State agencies have been 
encouraged to establish local work 
evaluation units for heart patients. 
In Mississippi the Vocational Reha- 
bilitation Division has requested a 
work evaluation unit so that ser- 
vices to persons handicapped by 
heart disease can be improved. 

During last year 19 persons who 
were unable to work because of 
‘heart disease made a satisfactory 
job adjustment and were able to 
earn their own living because of 
some service from the Vocational 
Rehabilitation Division. 

The Vocational Rehabilitation 
Division estimates that an average 
of 100 people annually could be 
helped in a work evaluation 
such as they have requested. The 
team approach toward total reha- 
bilitation of the individual would 
be used, which would involve the 
help of a vocational counselor, a 
cardiologist, a psychiatrist, and a 
social worker.

held responsible - morally or 
otherwise - should jolt other par- 
ents and all fair-minded citizens 
into concerted action to rid our 
schools of Mississippi of such 
outlandish procedures. 

It. was disgusting to witness, 
as I did at the appeal hearing 
in Jackson before the state board 
of this schooilmaster’s associa- 
tion, a group of supposedly re- 
sponsible and intelligent school- 
men, in the face of overwhelm- 
ing evidence to the contrary, 
glibly interpret a rule of their 
association in such a way as to 
allow the punishment of inno 
cent victims for a crime they did 
not commit. Is this American 
justice? It comes astonishingly 
close to Katynstyle massacre 
methods of the Russians or mass 
execution. Gestapo-style. 

The facts clearly reveal, be- 
yond the shadow of a doubt to 
any intelligent person with ma- 
lice toward no one, that this 
incident was clearly a case for 
the civil authorities. It was a 
case of injury of one private 
citizen by another, and took 
place well beyond the valid jur- 
isdiction of St. Stanislaus or even 
Bay High, where the incident oc- 
curred. 

“Furthermore, the blame had 
already been fixed and the cul- 
prits brought to justice before 
the Courts of Bay St. Louis - well 
before the first district hearing 
in Hattiesburg, when the puni- 
tive procedures were first tak- 
en against St. Stanisalus. 

I submit, to any fair-minded 
person, that if St. Stanislaus’ is 
to be held responsible through 
the fact that the offender, as the 
father of St. Stanislaus basket- 
ball player, was indirectly con- 
nected with the school, then Bay 
High is equally culpable, through 
the fact that the same offender, 
as an alumnus of Bay High, was 
directly connected with that 
school. He cannot rightly be 
held officially connected with 
either school. Furthermore, the 
incident took place after a 
Stanislaus game in Bay High's 
Invitational Tournament.

As outraged parents of injured 
children and also as persons with 
a thorough’ knowledge of the 
character training our boys ere 
receiving at St. Stanislaus, we 
would like to know why the pen- 
alty was inflicted on St. Stan- 
islaus anyway? 

Are the officials of MHSAA 
elected to find some school to 
punish, even when they are not 
guilty, or are they elected to 
steer the association along con- 
structive lines for the protection 
ofall our children? 

This MHSAA is a voluntary 
organization of school principals 
of practically every school, both 
public and private, in the state 
of Mississippi. 

We citizens supporting the 
public schools out of our own 
pockets through our tax money 
have a right to know what is 
going on!

He needs 
room for the spreading of his 
work and has acquired a large 
old beach residence in Bay St. 
Louis. The walls are hung 
with valuable paintings which he 
has collected in his travels, and 
among his possessions are an 
original Rembrandt etching, and 
some Whistler etchings. 

In choosing this part of the 
country to live in, Geiger con- 
fessed that he felt the field for 
his Hne of craftsmanship was 
unlimited. There are numerous 
small museums in the South 
with insufficient funds to em- 
ploy full time restorers. He felt 
that he may receive commis- 
sions from many such insti- 
tutions. Also the climatic 
conditions in this part of the 
country, deteriorate paintings 
more rapidly than do dryer clim- 
es. 

The moisture in the air causes 
contracting and expanding of the 
canvas thus creating craeking of 
the paint pigments to a greater 
degree. Mold forms under the 
varnish and slowly but irrevoca- 
bly creates a covering over the 
paint, causing discoloration. 

There are several things Gei- 
ger asked ‘to be stresesd for 
information to the public. Fu- 
migation is essential to the well 
being of all painting. Never try 
homėmade or recommended 
methods of cleaning oil can- 
vases, The use of a raw pota- 
to by rubbing over a painting 
does nothing except leave a res- 
idue of food particles in the 
cracks of the paint, and event- 
ually cause a greater degree of 
mold. Another method often 
practiced by the amateur is the 
use of olive oil or vaseline rub- 
bed over the surface of a paint- 
ing. This, he said, is extreme 
ly bad, as neither the oil nor 
the vaseline ever . completely 
dries, and forms nothing more 
than a sticky surface for more 
dust to adhere to. They do, 
when first used, give the ap- 
pearance of a shine, but that 
is the limit of their possibili- 
ties. Never, never use linseed 
oil, he cautioned, in trying to 
clean oil paintings. It is al 
most impossible to remove, if 
there is to be a proper treatment 
given the painting, and is hard, 
brittle, and turns yellow. The 
only treatment that should ever 
be given an oil painting by an 
unskilled person, is the use, very 
lightly, of a soft feather duster, 
and only then, if the paint is 
not flaking. 

Seldom, if ever, does this

trait that he had reconstructed 
of Marie lLeveau, the famous 
voodoo queen of New Orleans.

It had also been 
pierced with numerous pin hol- 
es and other implements of 
voodoo magic had been injected 
into the surface of the canvas. 
Geiger said when he begarf on 
the picture, he had to remove 
two dresses and three necklaces, 
before he came to the clothes 
worn by the woman when it 
was originally painted. The holes 
were filled in, much as a den- 
tist builds up a cavity in a 
tooth. The before and after 
contrasts of pictures of this 
mans’ work, is truly startling. 

This very talented young man, 
not only restores what other 
greats have done, but creates on 
canvas impressions and portraits 
himself. His work as an artist 
is positive, and the strength of 
his own character lends itself to 
his subjects; and unlike many 
talented people he is a very 
extrovert young persons, full of 
the love of life and people. He 
is the only child of a Chicago 
couple. Neither his mother nor 
his father exhibited any incli- 
nation ‘toward the world of art. 
It was his birthright, fostered 
during his early years by his 
uncle Max Geiger, that has 
given to the world today a 
man who will contribute much 
toward the cultural of this 
country.
